' TOURS OF BRITISH LEADERS 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—With Prim» 
Minister Bonar Law under doctor's 
orders to remain in bed for two days, 
former Prime Minister Lioyd George 
cancelling an important speaking eu- 
gagement in Wales tomorrow, and 
Hon. H. H. Asquith unable to address 
his constituents in Paisley tonight. 
the election campaign with the wind- 
up at hand, has taken a sudden 
slump. All the big three are handi- 
capped by colds, suffering with sore 
throats; and the fireworks——-what 
little remains-—is left to Lord Birken- 
head, Winston Churchill, and Lord 
Curaon in a controversy on the dead 
fasue of responalibility for the Sep- 
tember 16 manifesto, in which Great 
Britain called upon its dominions for 
support in the near east, 

Ajthough only a few days remain 
before voting (November 165), the 
public pulse js appreciably quicken- 
ing, largely because a substantial 
Tory majority is generally accepted, 
the only doubt centering upon the 
extent of the majority, if any, ovar 
all other parties combined. The 
campaign has developed no real je- 
sues, and all factions, save the “labor 
menace” which most authorities 
agree is fading, seems content 'o 
await the opening of the new parlia- 


ment, where the actual fight sould 
be staged. All the parties are show- 
ing reserve because of the uncertain- 
ty of the strength of the minority 
factions with which they may have to 
Nine up. 

There are three factors that are dlf- 
ficult to reckon on: First, the great 
change that came with the diviaion 
of parties since the rupture began; 

Second, the many three-cornered 
fights; and, third, the tendency to- 
ward unioniam of action by Conser- 
vatives and Liberals wherever there 
is a straight fight against labor. 

The Outlook, which can be ac- 
cepted as a Conservative prognosi- 
gator, nas slightly increased last 
week's estimate of unionist strength 
and now concedes 332 seats. It gives 
Labor 117, the Liberals 105, the Na- 
tional-Liberals (Lioyd George), oniy 
48, and the Independents, including 
Lioyd George's unioniat followers, 13. 
Other estimates cut Labor down ‘%o 
ecarcely more than 100, slightly in- 
creasing the independent Liberals, 
but they keep the Conservatives 
around 830, with the Lioyd Georgians 
considerably less than 100.

Canadian National 
W.C.T.U. Closes Its 
‘ aonen eee 


Toronto, Nov. 10—The concluding 
sessions of the 22nd convention of the 
Canadian Wational Women's Chris- 
tlan Tomperance union here yester- 
day were marked by a number of dis- 
cuasions on the work of organisation. 

The need for Canadianisation not 
only in the west but in northern On- 
tario, where it was pointed out, cer- 
tain outlying districts were without 
schools or churches, was emphasis- 
ed. Dr. Pridgeon, vice-president of 
the National Social Service council, 
addressed the gathering urging the 
need of lifting the level of the crim- 
inal code and pointed out that, owing 
to the child wélfare organizations be- 
ing established, infant mortality was 
being decreased. 

A resolution was submitted asking 
that the British North America act be 
amended to admit women to the gen- 


ate. 

It wae decided to co-operate with 
the Goola! Service and other organiz- 
ationa to cope with tho drug situation.

Somewhere in the Barren lands of 
the north, tetween lakes Athabasce 
and Great Glave exists a lode of ail- 
ver beside which the mines of Cobalt 

in comparison. The eilver ‘as 
in found, seen by many residents of 
the north, assayed roughly and valu- 
ed hut except to a favored few ita 
location ig stil] the baffling mystery 
thag it was. : 

In the summer of 1921, Indians of 
the Caribou Eater tribe returning 
from huntinng in the Barren Lan.Je 
teached the post of Fitagerald brina- 
ing word of a find of “shining rocks" 
away east of the settlement in the un- 
known country travelled only by the 
aboniginees when on the trail of he 
caribou. A small fragment brought ‘n 
by the natives revealed the fact that 
it was almost pure ailver, while the 
Indians’ information that there was 
“plenty more’ caused more than & 
flutter in the northern settlement, | 

Once appraised of the “shiniag 
Tocks” value the Indiane paddled 
their canoes back and returned with 
stilt more samples of the allver which 
are atill in the possession of Ben Her- 
echell of Fitzgerald. These samples, 
which weighed several pounds were 
roughly assayed by geologists aad 
government engineefa en route to the 
Mackenzie. One acientist estimated 
that the ore would run $800 per ton 
while another set it qt af. dollars 
lower than this figure. The assays 
were made at widely different periods 
and neither of the engineers were 
awere of what the other had eati- 
mated as the worth of the ore, 

Naturally the native sons were pop- 
ular in Fitsgerald, but every effort to 
induce them to reveal the ore boily 
proved fruitiess; they would not trust 
the secret to anyone but Philip “de:- 
credi, fur trader of Fort Chipewyan, 
and this man could not leave his post 
to investigate. In the fall of :921 Jack 
Sacree, prospector of Fitagerald, re 
ceived a hint that somewhere on the 
heigth of land westward of the povt 


lake would be found the ore body, 
this location being on the same “line” 
as the Cobalt mines. Sarcee in com- 
pany with an Indian disappeared 
from Fitsgerald and was away fur 
over a month, returning with ‘“noth- 
ing for publication” except the infor- 
mation that it was a hard trip neces 
eitating the navigation of un-known 
rivers and the making of over thirty 
portages Sarcee astated that he had 
placed claims on the body for him: 
self. Ben Hercshe}] and Jack MocClel- 
lan of Fitzgerald. So passed the win- 
ter of 1921, but when spring came to 
the north this year and navigation by 
canoe was possible Sarcee once again 
disappeared into the wilderness, leav-
